The First Lesson 
I Kings 5, verses 1-6 and I Kings 6, verses 1-21 


And Hiram king of Tyre sent his servants unto Solomon; for 
he had heard that they had anointed him king in the room of his 
father: for Hiram was ever a lover of David. 


And Solomon sent to Hiram, saying, 


Thou knowest how that David my father could not build a 
house for the name of Jehovah his God for the wars which were 
about him on every side, until Jehovah put them under the soles 
of his feet. 


But now Jehovah my God hath given me rest on every side; 
there is neither adversary, nor evil occurrence. 


And, behold, I purpose to build a house for the name of 
Jehovah my God, as Jehovah spake unto David my father, say- 
ing, Thy son, whom I will set upon thy throne in thy room, he 
shall build the house for my name. 


Now therefore command thou that they cut me cedar-trees out 
of Lebanon; and my servants shall be with thy servants; and I 
will give thee hire for thy servants according to all that thou shalt 
say: for thou knowest that there is not among us any that knoweth 
how to cut timber like unto the Sidonians.

And the word of Jehovah came to Solomon, saying, 


Concerning this house which thou art building, if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and execute mine ordinances, and keep all my 
commandments to walk in them; then will I establish my word 
with thee, which I spake unto David thy father. 


And I will dwell among the children of Israel, and will not 
forsake my people Israel. 


So Solomon built the house, and finished it. 


And he built the walls of the house within with boards of 
cedar: from the floor of the house unto the walls of the ceiling, he 
covered them on the inside with wood; and he covered the floor 
of the house with boards of fir. 

And he built twenty cubits on the hinder part of the house 
with boards of cedar from the floor unto the walls of the ceiling: 
he built them for it within, for an oracle, even for the most holy 
place. 


And the house, that is, the temple before the oracle, was forty 
cubits long. 


And there was cedar on the house within, carved with knops 
and open flowers: all was cedar; there was no stone seen. 

And he prepared an oracle in the midst of the house within, to 
set there the ark of the covenant of Jehovah. 

And within the oracle was a space of twenty cubits in length, 
and twenty cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits in the height 
thereof; and he overlaid it with pure gold; and he covered the 
altar with cedar. 

So Solomon overlaid the house within with pure gold; and 
he drew chains of gold across before the oracle; and he overlaid 
it with gold. 

And the whole house he overlaid with gold, until all the 


house was finished: also the whole altar that belonged to the 
oracle he overlaid with gold.
